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Retail Trade in February. (Page 400) 
The basis of the returns we publish has been 
broadened by the inclusion, for the first time, of 


multiple organisations controlling some _ 5,000 
shops. Total sales in February amounted in money 


to 6:1 per cent. less than in the same month of last 
year. The decline was distributed over all areas, 
Scotland and the South of England showing the 
smallest percentage losses. 


Shipping at British Ports in 1930. (Page 401) 

Despite the great reduction in our export trade 
and the decline in imports the volume of shipping 
engaged in the foreign trade at United Kingdom 
ports last year was somewhat higher than in 1929. 
The British proportion of the total net tonnage that 
entered and cleared with cargo in 1930 was 64:0 per 
cent., against 65-5 in 1929. Coasting trade tonnage 
showed a small decrease. 


Ages of British Migrants in 1930 (Page 404) 

About 46 per cent. of the males and 41 per cent. 
of the females who emigrated last year from the 
United Kingdom to non-European countries were 
between 18 and 30 years of age. In 1929 the propor- 
tions were re spectively 47 and 39 per cent. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 408) 

While outputs of coal were smaller in January 
than in the corresponding month of last year, four 
of the areas surveyed produced more than in 
December. Production of pig iron and crude steel 
was also generally considerably less than in January, 
1930, but the United States showed distinct 
advances over December, as also did the United 
Kingdom. Saar production was also larger.

RETAIL TRADE IN FEBRUARY 
COMPARISON OF 1931 WITH 1930 


In continuation of the series of returns relating {, 
retail trade which are being prepared by the join 
efforts of the Incorporated Association of Retail Dig. 
tributors and the Bank of England, we give, on the 
opposite page, tables showing the relation of gales 
stocks and employment in February, 1931, to those jp 
Mebruary, 1930. The basis of the returns has beep 
broadened this month by the inclusion of multiple 
organisations controlling about 5,000 shops, in addition 
to the departmental stores previously included, and for 
this reason the precise number of stores reporting wil 
not be recorded in future. It should also be observed 
that, as February marks the beginning of a new trade 
year, no cumulative totals are shown this month, but 
these will be included next month and subsequently 
throughout the year. | 

The inclusion of the multiple shops has resulted in ap 
increase of about one-third in the total numbers em. 
ployed, and this step marks an important development 
towards making the returns representative of retail 
trade as a whole. The multiple shops included this 
month chiefly represent the provision trade, but similar 
organisations in the furniture, men’s wear, and boot and 
shoe trades are also included. It is hoped in the near 
future to obtain returns from other multiple organisa- 
tions and also from a number of the largest co-operative 
societies. The addition of the sales of the multiple 
shops this month has the effect of making Food and 
Perishables one of the chief departments. 


Sales in February amounted in money to 61 pe 
cent. less than in February, 1930; the corresponding 
figure for January was an increase of 0°3 per cent., that 
being the month which has, up to date, furnished the 
best comparison with a year earlier since the returns 
started last August. In considering the February 
figures, the increased importance of the food depart- 
ment, which showed a decline of 7-2 per cent., must be 
borne in mind. Published retail prices of food have 
shown a marked decline as compared with a year ago, 
and it is probable that this decline has been greater 
than the greatest percentage decrease, 9°5 per cent., 
recorded for the food and perishables department for 
any district. In these circumstances, and taking into 
account the reduction in prices of other commodities, 
it may, perhaps, be concluded that the aggregate 
quantity of goods sold in February was probably not less 
than a year earlier. 

A decline in the money total is recorded for each 0! 
the different areas, Scotland and the South of Englana 
showing the smallest percentage declines. The figures 
for the South of England in past months have been 
consistently better than those for other areas, but 10 
February the figures for Scotland were the best. The 
reduction in sales in Central and West-End London 
was, as in past months except Janus iry, greater than 
in any other area. The music departments show all 
increase of 10-9 per cent., but this does not bulk largely 
in the total. Other dep: irtments which furnish rela- 
tively favourable comparisons for the month are boots 
and shoes and women’s wear fashion departments.

Stocks at the end of February

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Of the total excess balance of male emigrants in 
1930, 8,696, or about 77 per cent., were between 18 
and 30 years of age, as compared with 26,926, or 55 per 
cent., in 1929, while of the total excess balance of 
female emigrants the corresponding proportions between 
those ages were 73 per cent. in 1930 and 49 per cent. 
in 1929. Of the males of over 30 years of age, there 
was a net inward balance of 1,582 in 1930, as compared 
with an outward balance of 7,668 in 1929. The pro- 
portion of children under 12 years of age to the total 
excess number of male and female emigrants fell from 
12 and 16 per cent. respectively in 1929 to 3 per cent. 
for male children and 0-9 per cent. for female children 
in 1930. 


Ages of Migrants from, or to, each Division of the 
United Kingdom 


The figures for the three divisions of the United 
Kingdom—i.e., England and Wales, Scotland, and 
Northern Ireland—show considerable variations in the 
proportions in the several age-groups. 


Emigrants.—The most noticeable feature is the rela- 
tively high proportion of persons of 18 to 30 years of 
age among the emigrants from Northern Ireland. In 
1930, 61 per cent. of all the male emigrants and about 
58 per cent. of all the female emigrants from Northern 
Ireland were between these ages, while for Scotland 
the corresponding percentages were 50 and 46, and 
for England and Wales 42 and 386 respectively. 
The age-group 21 to 25 years for males accounted 
in 1930 for 29 per cent. of the total male emigrants 
from Northern Ireland, for 23 per cent. of the males 
from Scotland, and for 19 per cent. of the males 
from England and Wales. Of the various age- 
groups, that of 31 to 45 years represented the largest 
proportion of the total for England and Wales in 
respect of both male and female emigrants, and also 
in respect of female emigrants from Scotland, while 
for males from Scotland, and for both males and 
females from Northern Ireland, the age-group 21 to 25 
years contained the largest proportion of the total. 


Immigrants.—In the return movement, the number 
of males over 30 years of age represented 44, 42 and 
41 per cent. of the total number of male immigrants 
into England and Wales, Scotland and Northern 
Ireland respectively, the corresponding figures for 
females being 53, 47 and 44 per cent. respectively. 


Age-Grouping by Country of Future, or Last, 


Permanent Residence 


Emigrants.—As regards the age-grouping by country 
of future permanent residence, there was a marked 
reduction in the number of emigrants to British North 
America and to Australia from each division of the 
United Kingdom, and, as compared with 1929, the 
numbers recorded for 1930 in each of the age-groups 
for those emigrants showed decreases. The decrease 
in 1930 of 34,484 in the number of British emigrants 
to British North America comprised 21,517 males and 
12,967 females, while the decrease of 9,860 in the 
number to Australia comprised 5,398 males and 4,462 
females; the reduced numbers affected to a greater 
extent the lower age-groups, there being in respect 
of both males and females an increased proportion of 
emigrants of the higher ages. The number of British 
emigrants to the United States showed a decrease of 
3,373 (2,373 males and 1,000 females) in 1980 as 
compared with 1929, and each of the age-groups 
showed about the same proportionate decrease. 


Immigrants.—The return movements from Canada, 
Australia and the United States showed increases of 
3,026 (2,225 males and 1,301 females), 3,292 (1,844 
males and 1,448 females), and 1,919 (1,360 males and 
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559 females) respectively. Of the increased number of 
male immigrants from Canada 50 per cent. were 
recorded as being between 18 and 30 years of age and 
27 per cent. as of over 30 years of age, as compared 
with the general percentages of 46 and 35 respectively. 
The corresponding figures for the increased movement 
from Australia were 43 and 42 per cent. respectively, 
and for the United States 39.and 42 per cent.

Prices. —On the inland market, it was reported in

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BELGIUM 

Production.—As in the case of France, the output of 
coal in January was higher than that in either of the 
two preceding months; higher aggregates were 
recorded during 1930 in January and October only. 
Coal stocks at the end of January amounted to 
2,596,150 tons, as against 2,445,250 tons a month 
earlier, and 489,970 tons a year earlier. Pig iron 
output in January was at the same daily rate as in 
December, 1930, in which month it was the highest 
since May, 1930. Furnaces in blast at the end of 
January numbered 45, as compared with 44 at the 
beginning of the month and 58 a year earlier. The 
aggregate production of steel ingots and castings in 
January was, with the exception of that for December, 
1930, the highest since July last. The production of 
finished steel products in January amounted to 217,810 
tons, as compared with 218,290 tons in December, 
1930, and 291,460 tons in January, 1930. 


Prices.—On the export market prices of semi- 
finished and finished material declined during January. 
The table which follows shows the movement of the 
export prices per ton (2,240 lbs.) f.o.b. Antwerp since 
January, 1930, the quotations given being those at the 
end of the month :—

GERMANY 

Production.—The aggregate output of coa! produced 
in January was about the same as in the preceding 
month, but, as compared with January, 1930, a reduc- 
tion of about 20 per cent. was shown. for pig iron, 
the January returns indicated a further falling off in 
the scale of output. The tonnage made averaged 
19,140 tons per calendar day, as compared with 19,520 
tons in December, 1930, and 84,670 tons in January, 
1930. Furnaces in blast at the end of January num- 
bered 61, as compared with 63 at the beginning of the 
month and with 95 a year earlier. The January output 
(593,410 tons) included 4,040 tons of forge and 
Bessemer iron, 93,160 tons of foundry and hematite 
(including direct castings), 407,170 tons of basic and 
89,040 tons of ferro-alloys. Although the total output 
of steel ingots and castings was higher in January than 
in the two preceding months, further shrinkage in the 
rate of production was shown; the aggregate output 
represented an average of 29,240 tons per working day, 
as compared with averages of 30,490 tons in December, 
1930, and 48,270 tons in January, 1930. The produc- 
tion of finished steel products in January (26 working 
days) amounted to 531,170 tons, as compared with 
524,460 tons in December, 1930 (24 working days) and 
882,860 tons in January, 1930 (26 working days). 


Prices.—The iron and steel prices fixed by the 
various inland syndicates were reduced in the middle 
of January, the new rates applying to all orders placed 
after January 1. Pig iron prices were reduced by 
between 8 Rm. to 5 Rm. per metric ton, semi-finished 
material by 4:50 Rm. to 5 Rm., and finished material 
by 6 Rm. to 10 Rm. The inland quotations current at 
the end of January included the following:—No. 1 
foundry pig iron, Oberhausen, 83°50 Km.; No. 8 
foundry pig iron, Oberhausen, 78 Rm.; ingots, Dort- 
mund, 96 Rm.:; billets, Dortmund, 110°50 Rm.; sheet 
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bars, Dortmund, 115-50 Rm.; merchant bars, Ober- 
hausen, 128 Rm.; joists, Oberhausen, 125 Rm.; thick 
plates, Essen, 149 Rm.; medium sheets, Essen, 
151 Rm.; and thin sheets, Siegen, 160 Rm. All prices 
are per metric ton. 


UNITED STATES 


Production.—The total output of coal in January 
(39,910,000 tons) included 34,413,000 tons of bitu- 
minous and 5,497,000 tons of anthracite coal. The 
bituminous tonnage on the basis of 26:3 working days 
reported for the month represented an average daily 
output of 1,308,000 tons, as compared with 1,364,000 
tons in December, 1930 (26 working days) and 
1,684,000 tons in January, 1930 (26-4 working days). 
The tonnage of anthracite produced averaged 211,000 
tons daily in January, 209,000 tons in December, 1930, 
and 242,000 tons in January, 1930, the number of 
working days recorded for each of these months being 
26. The returns for January showed a check to the 
recent shrinkage of pig iron and steel ingot output. 
The tonnage of pig iron made averaged 55,300 tons per 
calendar day, as compared with 53,730 tons in Decem- 
ber, 1930, and 91,210 tons in January, 1930. Furnaces 
in blast at the end of January numbered 102, as com- 
pared with 95 at the beginning of the month and 173 a 
year earlier. Steel ingot production averaged 91,970 
tons daily in January (27 working days), as compared 
with 77,220 tons in December, 1930 (26 working days) 
and 89,380 tons in November, 1930 (25 working days). 
Except for these two months, however, the January 
figure was the lowest for any month since July, 1924, 
when the average was 72,220 tons. Output in January, 
1930, averaged 140,600 tons daily. 


Prices.—The feature of the iron and steel market 
during January was an advance of 0-05 cents per lb. 
in the prices for steel bars, tank plates and structural 
shapes at the principal centres. In the pig iron market 
the price of the No. 2 foundry description at Birming- 
ham was lower at the end of the month, as compared 
with the commencement, by 1 dollar per gross ton 
(2,240 lbs.). The following table shows the movement 
of a few descriptions since January, 1930. The prices 
given are those prevailing at the end of the months

Installed at Cumbrae Lighthouse, 
this ‘‘ talking beacon ’’ consists of an ingenious com- 
ination of fog signal and wireless transmitter, and 
‘ables a ship fitted with even the simplest form of 
wireless receiver to ascertain her distance from the 
ighthouse, up to about five miles, in thick weather.

‘ervice “" was the subject of the essay set, and 151

Since the publication of the notice in last week's 
‘“ B.T.J.’’ (page 380) on the subject of the assumption 
by the Persian Government of complete control of 
Persian foreign trade, a telegram has been received 
from H.M. Representative at Teheran, dated 
March 17, from which it appears that the proposals 
indicated in the second and third paragraphs of last 
week’s notice have been amended. According to this 
telegram, the proposal on that date was that goods on 
the new ‘‘ prohibited ’’ list, the importation of which 
had been authorised by the Exchange Control Com- 
mission, would be admitted until May 22 if shipped 
direct to Persia before March 1, provided that the 
importer guarantees to export goods to an equivalent 
value within four months. Apparently goods not on 
the new prohibited list were to be admitted on the 
same terms, provided that they were shipped before 
March 1. 

The Law embodying these and other proposals has 
not yet been ratified, and is not therefore in force. 
Nor is it clear exactly what the final proposals will be. 

In reply to a Parliamentary question on the subject, 
the Parliamentary Secretary to the Department of 
Overseas Trade made the following statement in the 
House of Commons on March 23:— 

‘“As I understand the position, there is no 
question of according preference in Persia to 
countries which purchase Persian products. H.M. 
Chargé d’Affaires has been officially assured that 
no preferential treatment will be accorded to the 
detriment of any of the countries in commercial 
relations with Persia. He reported on March 17 
that the regulations under the monopoly law had 
not yet been drawn up, and it is therefore too 
early to estimate their effect on British trade.’’

The Board of Trade have been pleased to award a 
binocular glass to Skipper John Main, of the motor 
fishing boat ‘* Sustain,’’ of Inverness, in appreciation 
of the seamanship displayed by him in rescuing the 
crew ot the steam drifter “‘ My Seal,’’ of Inverness, 
in the following circumstances :— 

While proceeding to an anchorage in Loch Eport, North 
Uist, on the evening of December 15, 1930, the steam drifter 
‘“ My Seal ”’ stranded on a ledge of rock and could not be 
refloated. The skipper considered it dangerous for the 
crew to remain on board, and signals of distress were made. 
The ‘‘ Sustain,’’ which was at anchor in another part of 
the Loch, let go her moorings and proceeded to render 
assistance. The weather conditions were very stormy, with 
the wind blowing at gale force, the sea was choppy, the 
tide was ebbing and darkness had fallen. Owing to the 
presence of recks it was necessary for the ‘‘ Sustain ”’ to 
be handled with great care, but by very able seamanship 
Skipper Main succeeded in manceuvring his vessel into a 
position, head on to the ‘‘ My Seal,’’ which enabled the 
latter’s crew to be taken safely on board.

CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND EXPORTS 


As compared with January, 1930, imports of fcod, drink 
and tobacco, and of manufactured articles in January, 
1931, declined by Rs. 1,65 lakhs and Rs. 7,12 lakhs to 
Rs. 2,50 lakhs and Rs. 9,13 lakhs respectively, while raw 
materials rose by Rs. 39 lakhs to Rs. 2,47 lakhs. Under 
food, drink and tobacco, imports of sugar 16 D.S. and 
above (including beet) fell by 43,000 tons in quantity and 
by Rs. 100 lakhs in value. The imports of wheat decreased 
from 31,000 tons to 26,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 43 
lakhs to Rs. 21 lakhs in value. Under spices, betel nuts 
recorded a fall of Rs. 9 lakhs. The imports of cigarettes, 
which were valued at Rs. 23 lakhs in January, 1930, 
declined to Rs. 15 lakhs in January, 1931. Under raw 
materials, the imports of kerosene and fuel oils fell in 
quantity from 10 and 15 million gallons to 8 and 11 million 
gals. and from Rs. 59 and 30 lakhs to Rs. 45 and 21 lakhs 
respectively in value. Petrol, including benzine and benzol> 
on the other hand, amounted to 2 million gals. in quantity 
and Rs. 18 lakhs in value, as against nil in the correspond- 
ing month of the preceding year. Imports of raw cotton 
recorded an increase of 10,000 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 82 lakhs in value, owing to heavy arrivals from Egypt 
and the United States. Under manufactured articles, 
imports of cotton yarn and manufactures declined by 
Rs. 4,04 lakhs. The imports of twist and yarn recorded a 
decrease of 2 million Ibs. in quantity and of Rs. 28 lakhs 
in value, while the imports of cotton piece-goods showed 
decreases under all the three sub-divisions, grey, white and 
coloured. Imports of grey goods amounted to 29 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 50 lakhs, as compared with 107 million 
yds., valued at Rs. 2,36 lakhs, in January, 1930; those of 
white and coloured goods totalled 17 and 16 million yds., 
valued at Rs. 35 lakhs and Rs. 39 lakhs, as against 43 and 
44 million yds., valued at Rs. 1,19 lakhs and Rs. 1,27 lakhs 
respectively a year ago. Imports of iron and steel fell by 
Rs. 77 lakhs, of which sheets and plates accounted for 
Rs. 45 lakhs, while machinery and millwork, including 
belting, showed a decrease of Rs. 69 lakhs. The other 
noticeable decreases were under hardware (— Rs. 13 lakhs), 
motor cars and piece-goods of cotton and artificial silk 
(— Rs. 11 lakhs each). 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco in January, 1931, as 
compared with January, 1930, fell by Rs. 98 lakhs to 
Rs. 3,80 lakhs, due mainly to a decrease in the values of 
rice and tea. The quantity of rice exported increased by 
11,000 tons to 149,000 tons, but the value fell by Rs. 48 
lakhs to Rs. 1,43 lakhs. Exports of tea fell from 314 million 
lbs. to 263 million lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 1,99 lakhs 
to Rs. 1,79 lakhs in value, while exports of spices, chiefly 
pepper and chillies, declined in value by Rs. 9 lakhs not- 
withstanding an increase of 2,000 tons in quantity. Raw 
materials and produce exported decreased by Rs. 5,87 lakhs 
to Rs. 8,95 lakhs. Under this group, raw cotton recorded a 
decrease of 3,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 2,40 lakhs in 
value. Of the total shipments of 78,000 tons, Japan took 
43,000 tons, or 55 per cent., China 14,000 tons, or 18 per 
cent., the United Kingdom 6,000 tons, Italy and France 
4,000 tons each, Germany and Belgium 3,000 tons each, 
while the remainder went mainly to Spain and the Nether- 
lands. Shipments of raw jute recorded a decrease of 5,000 
tons in quantity and of Rs. 1,12 lakhs in value. The 
exports of oil seeds showed a decline of 17,000 tons in 
quantity and of Rs. 1,44 lakhs in value, ground nuts alone 
accounting for a fall of Rs. 1,37 lakhs. Shipments of lac 
fell by 5,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 24 lakhs in value. 
The exports of raw hides and skins declined by Rs. 12 
lakhs. Other important declines were in manganese ore 
(— Rs. 12 lakhs) and in raw rubber (— Rs. 11 lakhs). 
Manufactured goods fell by Rs. 2,76 lakhs to Rs. 3.86 lakhs. 
The number of jute bags shipped contracted from 46 
millions in January, 1930, to 30 millions in January, 193] 
and the value from Rs. 1,67 lakhs to Rs. 89 lakhs. The 
vardage of gunny cloth exported also shrank from 120 
million to 90 million and the value from Rs. 1,99 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,04 lakhs. Exports of tanned hides and skins declined 
by 800 tons in quantity and by Rs. 29 lakhs in value. 
Cotton piece-goods also declined by Rs. 16 lakhs. 


TRADE WITH ForEIGN CouNTRIEs: SHIPPING 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
43 per cent. in January, 1930, to 33 per cent. in January 
1931, while that in exports rose from 21 to 24 per cent. 
The share of Germany, Japan and the United States in 
January, 1931, were 7, 11 and 12 per cent. respectively 
under imports and 4, 6 and 9 per cent. under exports.

Caleutta, March 22.—The weather generally has been 
dry except for few or local falls of rain, with thunderstorms 
in places. 

Crop CoNDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, March 14.—During the past week there have 
been some light showers in parts of the Circars, the Deccan 
and the south of the Presidency. The condition of crops is 
fair to good. 

Bihar and Orissa, March 16.—Rainfall has been heavy in 
parts of Angul, and light to moderate in parts of the 
Santhal Perganas, the districts of Cuttack, Balasore and 
Sambalpur and the division of Chota Nagpur; no rain has 
fallen elsewhere. Standing crops, including sugar cane, 
are in good condition. Some damage has been done to rabi 
in parts of Champaran, Bhagalpur and Palamau by the 
recent rain and hailstorms. In the Feudatory States of 
Orissa and Chota Nagpur the weather has been seasonable. 


Central Provinces, March 16.—The weather has been 
warm and occasionally cloudy. There has been light to 
moderate rain in twelve districts, with hail in Seoni and 
Bilaspur. Some damage is reported to have been done to 
crops by rust in irrigated areas and embanked fields and 
parts of Damoh. Light showers have fallen in ten districts 
in the Feudatory States. 


Punjab, March 16.—Except for light rain in the dis- 
tricts of Lahore, Amritsar, Sialkot, Shahpur and Lyallpur, 
the weather has been dry. The condition and _ prospects 
of standing crops are average to good on irrigated areas 
and below the average on unirrigated areas. A rust attack 
is reported from Gurgaon. Standing crops have been 
damaged by hailstorms in parts of the Kabirwalla tahsil of 
the district of Multan. 


United Provinces, March 14.—There has been no rain. 
Damage to crops by insects, drought, hail or frost is 
reported from parts of the districts of Muttra, Sitapur, 
Gonda and Jhansi. The condition of standing crops is 
good and the prospects favourable. 


Bengal, March 18.—No rain has fallen. The preparation 
of the land for jute and paddy is making progress, and 
sowing has commenced in some districts in East and North 
Bengal.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 

TRADE CONDITIONS AND CROP OUTLOOK 

During the past month trade conditions generally have 
continued dull throughout these territories. 

in Barbados the weather has remained dry with rain 
still badly needed. Grinding of the sugar crop is now 
general, but the returns are disappointing, as, except in 
a few districts, the tonnage of cane is low and the recovery 
has been below the estimate. A very short crop, possibly 
less than 50,000 tons, appears to be inevitable. 





TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


Showers have fallen in the southern part of Trinidad and 
have been very beneficial to the growing canes. Sugar crop 
operations are proceeding normally. Coconut reapings are 
maintaining a fair average, both as to quality and quantity, 
but the low prices ruling are causing planters to curtail 
any heavy operations. Total exports of some of the prin- 
cipal products of the island during 1930 were as follows :— 
Sugar, 69,138 tons, against 81,501 tons in 1929; cocoa, 
53,487,518 lbs., against 61,888,740 Ibs.; copra, 21,891,309 
lbs., against 23,979,882 Ibs.; coconuts, 5,305,812 nuts, 
against 13,608,118 nuts; mineral oils, 268,758,239 gallons, 
against 288,503,531 gals.; and asphalt, 118,055 tons, as com- 
pared with 164,312 tons in 1929. 

Good rains have fallen throughout Jamaica and have 
been beneficial to the growing crops. Owing to the back- 
ward growth of the canes in the Trelawny district, as a 
result of the drought last year, and to the unfavourable 
conditions in other areas, the total sugar crop now being 
reaped is expected to be around 55,600 tons, which is about 
18 per cent. less than last season’s outturn of 67,847 tons. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands good rains 
are urgently required in St. Kitts; conditions have been 
ideal in St. Vincent for the reaping of the cotton crop, the 
majority of estates showing excellent returns both in 
quantity and quality. 

Weather conditions in British Guiana have been season- 
ably dry. The position in the diamond industry has become 
so acute that the local Government, as a means of 
alleviating the distress among diamond seekers, has passed 
a Bill reducing the royalty on precious stones from 60 cents 
to 35 cents and has imposed an ad valorem export duty of 
6 per cent. instead of 50 cents per carat as hitherto.— 
Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 


CANADA 
FISHERIES IN 1930 

(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 

Canada’s catch of sea fish last year totalled 1,002,022,200 
lbs.. with a landed vaiue of upwards of 23,621,000 dollars. 
Both totals are below those for 1929, price declines result-~ 
ing in a decreased landed value of approximately 3,599,00u 
dols., while the aggregate catch of all varieties was less py 
nearly 22,000,000 Ibs.

On the Pacific coast there was a record catch of salmon 
amounting to about 538,585,000 lbs., as compared with 
525,867,900 Ibs. in 1929. Landed value, however, dropped 
from 14,070,230 dols. in 1929 to 12,160,000 dols. in 1930. 


The total catch on the Atlantic coast declined by 40 
million Ibs. to 463,437,000 Ibs., Prince Edward Island alone 
among the Atlantic Provinces having secured larger land- 
ings. The increased lobster catch was a feature of the 
year’s operations on the Atlantic coast, the fishery having 
been more successful in many localities than in many years 
past. The total catch of lobsters reached 41,073,700 Ibs., as 
against 37,282,000 Ibs. in 1929. 


APPLE SHIPMENTS TO EUROPE 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, between 
March 5 and 11, 1931, the following quantities of Canadian 
apples were shipped to United Kingdom and Continental 
ports:—to the United Knigdom, 1,200 barrels; Belgium, 
300 barrels; Denmark, 1,000 boxes; and Sweden, 800 boxes. 


The total quantity of apples exported from Canada this 
season up to February 27 was 1,070,251 barrels; 27,786 
half-barrels, and 1,284,931 boxes, as compared with 
1,285,711 barrels; 15,362 half-barrels and 657,207 boxes 
during the same period Jast season. 


IRISH FREE STATE 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


The Department of Trade and Industry, Dublin, has re- 
cently issued trade statistics of the Irish Free State which 
show that imports and exports during the month under 
review were valued at £3,604,686 and £2,991,565, as com- 
pared with £4,488,074 and £3,610,298 respectively in 
January, 1930.

PALESTINE 
MARKET FOR DOMESTIC ELECTRICAL 
APPLIANCES 


The supply of electricity by public supply companies was 
not available in Palestine until 1922, when the first power 
house was erected at Tel-Aviv and electric light and power 
made available under the Rutenberg Concession, states a 
*“Report based on information supplied by the Director, 
Department of Customs, Excise and Trade. 

A power house at Haifa and one at Tiberias were erected 
in 1925 by the Palestine Electric Corporation, who are now 
completing the construction of a hydro-electric station at the 
Jordan River. The hydro-electric energy will soon be avail- 
able, and the present power houses will then serve as stand- 
by stations; 32,000 h.p., consisting of 4 units of 8,000 h.p. 
each, will be generated by this station. 

The Jerusalem Electric and Public Service Corporation 
are the concessionaires for the Jerusalem area; they erected 
in 1929 a power house in Jerusalem which now supplies light 
and power to that district. 

British interests prevail in the Palestine Electric Corpora- 
tion and the Jerusalem Electric Corporation is a British 
concern. 

The majority of the engines used in the present power 
stations are of the Diesel type. Current for all purposes will 
soon be available throughout the country. 

The use of domestic electric appliances is gaining favour 
with the richer classes of the urban population, and the 
prospects for the development of this trade are good. 

Continental manufacturers and exporters were early on 
the scene. Their commercial travellers visit Palestine regu- 
larly and establish agencies, either on the basis of sole buyers 
or on commission, and thereby develop a market for their 
goods even when conditions are not good. 

At the initial stage, in which the local market for domestic 
electric appliances is at present, only those manufacturers 
who are in a position to supply goods at cheap prices, allow 
long-term credits and give technical advice through their 
agents have any chances of success. Continental firms, par- 
ticularly German, Czechoslovak and Hungarian, are, there- 
fore, making headway in this branch of business. A careful 
investigation of prices and facilities offered by them has 
elicited the fact that they are more favourable than British 
offers for similar goods whenever a comparison is possible. 

A good demand for electric irons, kettles, toasters, vacuum 
cleaners, etc., is developing. Fans are greatly in demand 
during the summer season. The Germans and other Euro- 
pean competitors are, however, leading the competition with 
cheaper prices. The number of merchants at present dealing 
in electric goods is small, and the majority already represent 
either British or foreign manufacturers.

boxes; plums, 17,379 boxes; apples, 7,248 boxes; pines, 1,254 
hoxes; prunes, 1,231 boxes; melons, 911 boxes; nectarines, 
310 boxes; peaches, 37 boxes; egg fruit, 20 boxes; and 
granadillas, 18 boxes. 


CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY 


A slightly better tone is reported in wholesale business 
owing to increased activity on the wool market at improved 
prices, and more confidence is generally apparent. From 
the production aspect farming conditions are fairly satis- 
factory, but rain is needed in the coastal belt. 

The Transvaal gold output in February (24 working days) 
was 839,937 fine ozs., valued at £3,567,826, compared with 
518,188 ozs., valued at £3,475,442, in February, 1930 (also 
44 working days). The native labour supply further in- 
creased during the month to 209,777. A slight improve- 
ment is reported on the diamond market. 


Railway earnings from February 8 to March 7 amounted 

to £1,753,465, or £318,535 below the estimate. Total 
earnings from April 1, 1930, to March 7, 1931, were 
£22,845,184, or £2,388,816 below the estimate. 


Maize, Woot, SKINs, ETC. 


Local maize prices are fairly steady and well above the 
overseas value. Exports in February consisted of only 
“4,078 bags, making the total for the season 6,333,948 bags. 
the preliminary official estimate of the new crop is 
17,151,000 bags. The crop has made excellent progress so 
‘ar, but there is a danger of early frosts. 


The local wool markets have improved by 15 to 20 per 
cent. during the past month. Competition is keen, and the 
uarket continues firm with an upward tendency, especially 
‘or combing bellies, pieces and all descriptions of lamb’s 
wool. There is a considerable movement of old stocks and 





TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


new stocks are selling freely on arrival. Bradford and 
France are the strongest buyers, but Germany and America 
are also operating. 

There is a little more enquiry for mohair, but buying 
remains hand-to-mouth. Stocks at Port Elizabeth total 
about 5,500 bales. 


Stocks of all descriptions of sheepskins are low. Prices 
have become appreciably firmer, and are now high com- 
pared with those for wool. All lines are moving freely. 
Prices for goatskins are about 10 per cent. higher, with 
supplies low. Hides are 10 per cent. higher, with more 
local and overseas enquiry. 

The demand for ostrich feathers has slackened. There 
are no important overseas orders in the market, business 
being of a retail character. 

Wattle bark is arriving in larger quantities. Extract is 
unchanged. 


Fruit Exports: INpUSTRY AND TRADE 


Exports of deciduous fruit in February amounted to 
615,093 boxes, compared with 729,121 boxes in February 
last year. Exports for the season to date total 1,141,113 
boxes, compared with 1,644,774 for the corresponding period 
last season. The decrease has been principally in pears. 

The industrial position is generally unchanged. No 
improvement has taken place in the building trade. Soft 
goods business is quiet, especially retail.—Standerd Bunk 
of South Africa. 


FOREIGN 


BRAZIL 
BALANCE OF TRADE IN 1930 

Imports and exports during the year under review 
amounted to £53,619,000 and £65,770,000, as compared with 
£86,653,000 and £94,831,000 respectively in 1929, states 
‘‘ Wileman’s Brazilian Review.’’ It will be seen that the 
balance in favour of exports has risen from £8,178,000 in 
1929 to £12,151,000 in 1930. 

As compared with the previous year, the volume of 
exports in 1930 showed an increase of 85,338 tons, or 3-9 per 
cent., but that of imports a decline of 1,241,706 tons, or 
20-3 per cent.; the balance against exports, consequently, 
dropped from 3,918,568 tons in 1929 to 2,591,524 tons last 
year, or by 1,327,044 tons (33-3 per cent.). 

In sterling values, f.o.b. exports in 1930 showed a falling 
off of £29,059,000, or 30-6 per cent., as compared with the 
previous twelve months, and c.i.f. imports of £33,034,000, 
or 38-1 per cent. 

Exports of copper during 1930 were valued at £41,179,000, 
as compared with £67,307,000 in 1929. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 
INSURANCE LAW 


A Law has recently been passed by the Dominican 
Government to regulate the operations of fire and life 
insurance companies in the Republic. The Law is dated 
November 27, 1930, but, it appears, was not published until 
January 24, 1931, and insurance companies are given three 
months within which to comply with its provisions.

FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


The Statistical Department of the Ministry of Finance 
announces that total imports into Egypt during January 
were valued at £E.2,848,448, against £E.6,454,218 in the 
corresponding month of last year. Exports amounted to 
£#.2,518,400, against £E.4,214,044, cotton accounting 
for £K.1,808,203, against £E.3,393,952.—Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas), Catro Office. 


FINLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 19380 


The total value of imports and exports during the year 
under review was £27,191,213 and £27,970,655, as compared 
with £36,250,321 and £33,299,098 respectively in 1929, states 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


the Finnish Consulate-General in London. It will be seen, 
therefore, that the unfavourable trade balance during 1929, 
which amounted to £2,951,223, has been turned into a 
favourable balance of £779,442. 


As regards the general trend of the foreign trade of 
Finland during 1930, it should be observed that the effects 
of the general world depression have been felt in all depart- 
ments. Trade with most countries has declined, due chiefly 
to the general drop in prices. From the Finnish point of 
view, however, the course of trade has developed in a 
favourable direction, in so far that, while exports have 
decreased by 16 per cent. imports have fallen by no less 
than 25 per cent., with the result that the trade balance 
shows, as stated above, an export surplus of £779,442. It 
may be stated that the trade balance in 1928 was an 
adverse one to the extent of £9,163,619. 


Although the trade with Great Britain shows a falling off, 
exports by 13-8 per cent. and imports by 21-6 per cent., it 
has not declined to the same extent as the whole of the 
foreign trade of Finland. 


GERMANY 
THE RADIO INDUSTRY 


Since the introduction of wireless broadcasting in Ger- 
many in 1923 an industry has developed the gross annual 
output of which at present amounts to about 150 million to 
200 million R.mks., states the ‘‘ Wechenbericht des Instituts 
fur Konjunkturforschung’’ in an article, a translation of 
which has been forwarded by the Commercial Counsellor to 
H.M. Embassy, Berlin. 


The number of registered listeners in Germany has grown 
from 1,580 on January 1, 1924, and 1,022,299 on January 1, 
1926, to 3,509,509 on January 1 of this year. 


At the end of 1929 sales of radio apparatus appeared to 
make less progress than the development of productive capa- 
city. Prices were lowered and output curtailed below the 
usual seasonal degree. After the German Radio Exhibition 
in August last an astonishing revival in demand took place, 
which further increased in the following months, and the 
increase in the number of registered listeners during 1930 
was 14 per cent., as compared with 13 per cent. in 1929. 


ExPorRtT AND Import TRADE 


About 20 per cent. of the receiving sets and amplifiers pro- 
duced in Germany are exported, but the proportion of the 
respective products differs. Some 30 per cent. of loud 
speakers and parts are exported, while the figure for radio 
spare parts is almost 50 per cent. of the total output. Com- 
pared with 1929 the value of radio exports in 1930 rose by 
10 per cent., but the tendency to increase has declined 
heavily, mainly owing to falling prices; from 1928 to 1929 
the corresponding figure was 40 per cent. Exports to im- 
portant markets, such as Great Britain and Czechoslovakia, 
advanced, and especially to Sweden and Switzerland. There 
was also a substantial addition in sales to markets such as 
France and Belgium, which previously had not been sup- 
plied to any great extent. Exports to Holland and Italy 
were smaller than in 1929. Trade was extended in Belgium, 
France and Czechoslovakia, particularly by means of 
licences for production. 


Imports of radio apparatus into Germany fell in value 
from 11-7 million R.mks. in 1929 to 10-8 million R.mks. in 
1930, or about 8 per cent. The reduction was specially 
marked in imports from Holland, Great Britain and the 
United States. 


Prospects for the development of the German radio indus- 
try in 1931 are not unfavourable in spite of the difficult 
economic position. The installation of further powerful 
stations will probably make it possible to listen in to several 
long-range stations with a simple set, and the range of local 
stations will be considerably extended, so that interest in 
radio is likely to grow. The transition from old to modern 
apparatus, especially to selective sets, will in future become 
more important. As the demand in certain districts within 
Germany is gradually satisfied where the number of radio 
listeners has been particularly high in the past few years, 
sales of receiving sets will be more and more dependent on 
the general economic position.

ITALY 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 

The Association of Italian Corporations, Rome, in q 
recent issue of its ‘‘ Business and Financial Report,” 
states that imports and exports during January last have 
been provisionally valued at 1,029 million lire and 69% 
million lire, as compared with 1,505 million lire and 975 
million lire respectively in January, 1930. The trade deficit 
for the first month of the year thus stood at 333 million 
lire, as against 530 million lire a year ago. 

Wheat imports were once more heavy—142,722 metric 
tons in January, as against 44,490 tons in January, 1930, 
Both for hard and soft wheat Canada is now the main 
source of supply. 


JAPAN 


FORMOSAN RICE CROPS IN 1930 
(From H.M. Consul) 
TAMSUI. 

According to official statistics issued by the Government- 
General, the area under rice for the second crop of 1930 
was 857,228 acres (357,687 ko), or 42,772 acres (5-26 per 
cent.) more than for the corresponding crop of 1929. 

Production amounted to 19,295,155 bushels, an increase 
of 1,288,686 bushels, or 7-15 per cent., over the correspond- 
ing crop of the previous year, and of 1,903,595 bushels, or 
10-95 per cent., over the average crop of the past five years. 
It constitutes a record second crop for Formosa. 

The production of Formosan rice, viz., 15,743,580 bushels, 
was actually some 400,000 bushels less than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1929, but the production of Horai rice, 
at 3,551,575 bushels, registered an increase of nearly 100 per 
cent. 

The total yield of the first and second crops in 1930 was 
36,479,134 bushels, an increase of 4,415,760 bushels over 
1929 and of 2,341,714 bushels over the previous record year 
1927. 


POLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that 
during January last imports and exports amounted in 
value to 153,440,000 zloty (£3,540,000) and 152,492,000 
zloty (£3,518,000), an excess in the value of the former 
over the latter of 956,000 zloty (£22,000). Imports and 
exports were less by £1,458,000 and £1,522,000 respectively 
than in the corresponding month of 1930.

TRIPOLITANIA 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND BRITISH TRADE 


As compared with the previous year, trade during 1930 
may be regarded as good all round, states H.M. late Consul 
it Tripoli in his Report.* Rains were abundant, the crops 
iid well, the tunny and sponge industries showed 
improved returns, shipments of alfa were more than 
doubled, imports diminished by 6,641,640 lire and exports 
rose by 7,045,350 lire. Unfortunately, these improvements, 
yhich did much to ease the trade depression in this market, 
have not been maintained, and though statistics for 1930 
have not yet been issued, it may be stated with certainty 
that the 1930 returns will be much less satisfactory. 
Qwing to lack of rain the cereal crops were poor, and this, 
wgether with the general critical state of world markets, 
undoubtedly affected local trade. Protected bills have been 
numerous. For August, 1930, the number was 376, for 
amounts totalling more than half a million lire, and for 
other months these figures have been still higher. During 
1929 the number of bankruptcies at Tripoli were 18. 


The outstanding feature of the overseas trade of the colony 
was the large excess of imports over exports. This would be 
till more serious if Italy did not supply over 60 per cent. of 
the goods imported. In 1929 the unfavourable balance 
amounted to 214,294,800 lire, the exports amounting to only 
35,438,430 lire. 


The great difference in value between imports and exports 
vill necessarily continue forsome years until the agricultural 
resources of the colony, on which rest the hopes of future 
prosperity, have been fully exploited. 


Import TRADE 


The percentage of imports from countries other than Italy 
in 1929 was 35-16. This is regarded as still too high. Not- 
withstanding the Tariff, all the supplying countries except 
Great Britain, Malta, Tunisia, Algeria, Java and the United 
States, increased their exports to the colony. The sources ot 
sme of the principal imports were as follows: Barley from 
Tunisia and Algeria; benzine from the United States, 
Persia, the Soviet Union and Roumania; coal from Great 
Britain; oats from Argentina and France; oils from the 
Soviet Union and the United States; silver from Germany 
and Switzerland; sugar from Czechoslovakia; tea } from 
China; timber from Yugoslavia; textiles from Great Hgitain ; 
wheat from Argentina, Canada and the United States. 
Groundnuts, which are extensively consumed by the natives, 
came from France, Holland and Java. The value of the 
goods imported from Italy was 1,210,040 lire more than in 
1928. 


TRADE WITH GREAT BRITAIN 


The trade relations between Tripolitania and Great 
Britain are comparatively unimportant, but Great Britain 
nevertheless occupies fifth place among the foreign countries 
supplying the colony, exclusive of Italy, the first four being 
Tunisia, France, the United States and China; the latter 
practically all tea. British products, however, have been 
steadily losing ground—the percentage having fallen from 
130 in 1926 to 1-92 in 1929. 


This decline was due to the great reduction of the im- 

portation of British textiles as a result of the preferential 
treatment of national goods. In 1929 the decrease was 
mainly due to reduced imports of white and coloured cotton 
goods and coal. The value of the British goods imported in 
1929 was 4,809,860 lire, and the value of Tripolitan pro- 
ducts bought by Great Britain was 2,092,610 lire. _The 
olony has, therefore, an unfavourable balance of 2,707,250 
lire, and it may be assumed that every effort will be made 
to reduce this balance, either by further restricting British 
imports or by developing the exports to Great Britain (e.g., 
sparto grass (alfa), early vegetables and perhaps barley).

MANUFACTURED GOODS 


EXPORTS FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM AND

In the House of Common last week, Mr. W. R. Smith, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, in reply to 
a question by Brigadier-General Sir Henry Croft, furnished 
the following table showing, for the countries specified in 
the question, the values of the domestic exports of goods 
classed as wholly or partly manufactured during the years 
1880, 1913 and 1930, together with the percentage increase 
in 1930, compared with 1880 and 1918, respectively :—

In the case of Canada, the trade statistics as published 
have been re-classified so as to be approximately comparable 
with the classification used in the figures shown above for 
the United Kingdom. Manufactured foodstuffs are ex- 
cluded throughout.

BRITISH POTTERY FOR ARGENTINA 
SUSPENSION OF DECREE 


In the House of Commons, recently, Mr. Hannon asked 
the President of the Board of Trade whether representa- 
tions have been made to the Argentine Government, and 
with what result, on the subject of the new classification 
of duties on imports put into operation by the Argentine 
Government in relation to high-class British pottery, the 
effect of which will be to exclude this article from Argentine 
markets. 

Mr. W. Graham replied that such representations have 
been made, and he was glad to be able to inform the hon. 
Member that the operation of the Decree in question has 
been suspended while the matter is being further con- 
sidered. 

Mr. Hannon asked if this would not be a favourable 
opportunity for representations to the Argentine Govern- 
ment that a Decree of this kind should not become opera- 
tive against British pottery, in view of what is happening 
at the Exhibition? 

Mr. Graham: ‘‘ Perhaps my hon. Friend will be content 
with an assurance that the very fullest representations 
have been made.”’ 

Mr. Matters: ‘‘ Does the right hon. Gentleman accept 
the implication in this question that the new classification 
specifically discriminates against this country? ”’ 

Mr. Graham: ‘‘ Oh, no, Sir. The question asked whether 
the reclassification would have adverse effects here, and I 
have replied to that point.” 


COMPANIES ACT, 1929 
FAILURES TO MAKE RETURNS 


Sir John Ferguson asked the President of the Board of 
Trade if he would state the number of companies from whom 
his department has failed to obtain returns under Section 
110 of the Companies Act, 1929, as at March 9, 1931; and 
would he also state what steps he proposes to take to enable 
his department to prevent the evasion of this section of the 
Act. 

Sir Bertram Falle asked the President of the Board of 
Trade whether, in view of the fact that this year again more 
than 800 public companies had, two months after the re- 
quired date, failed to comply with Section 110 of the Com- 
panies Act, 1929, he would accept the suggestien, which he 
refused to accept last year, to invite three Members to in- 
vestigate the methods and staffing of the department con- 
cerned and ascertain whether it is suitably organised for 
ensuring proper compliance with Section 110 of the 
Companies Act, 1929. 

Mr. W. Graham, in reply, stated that the number of public 
companies which had failed to file an annual return for the 
year 1930 at the date named was 641. The number at the 
present time is 534. The method of dealing with defaulting 
companies was described in his reply to the hon. and gallant 
Baronet on February 3, and, having regard to the rapid 
diminution which is taking place in the number of de- 
faulters, and the fact that the figure is only a third of that 
last year, he saw no reason to think that the procedure is 
ineffective or that such an investigation as he suggests is 
required. 


Mr. Thorne asked if any penalties are inflicted upon com- 
panies for failure to make returns, as is done in the case of 
trade unions? 

Mr. Graham stated that, after a certain time, there would 
be a Board of Trade prosecution and penalties would follow.

BRITISH INDIA 
BUDGET INCREASES OF CUSTOMS, ETC. 


DUTIES 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India has forwarded 
copy of a memorandum setting out in full the increases of 
Customs duties which were introduced on March | by the 
Indian Budget. Certain particulars regarding these 
changes have already appeared in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 
5 and 12 (pages 316 and 352 respectively). 


The list below, which has been compiled from the 
information contained in the memorandum forwarded by 
H.M. Trade Commissioner, gives particulars of the former 
and present duties on all the goods affected by the increases. 
It may be observed that no increase has been made in the 
case of goods which were duty-free or which enjoy exemp- 
tions or reductions of duty under special Notifications, or

NORTHERN RHODESIA 
REBATE OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


Government Notice No. 14, dated January 17, provides 
for a grant of a rebate of the whole of the Customs duties 
payable on fuel or fuel oils, beeswax, powdered glue, 
potassium chlorate cartridges or any other ingredients 
approved by the Controller of Customs, also printed 
wrappers, wrapping papers and boxes (wooden) in the 
piece or shooks, imported into Northern Rhodesia, for use 
in the manufacture of explosives. 


TANGANYIKA TERRITORY 
EXCISE DUTY ON BEER 

Ordinance No. 5 of 1931, which relates to the control 
and regulation of the manufacture of beer in Tanganyika 
Territory, provides, inter alia, for the levy of an excise 
duty of 20 shillings upon every 36 gallons of wort of a 
specific gravity of 1055 degrees and so on in proportion for 
any difference in quantity or gravity. 

The duty is to come into force on a date to be fixed by 
Proclamation and the Governor may, with the approval of 
the Legislative Council, revoke or vary the duty so fixed. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
EXPORT OF CORUNDUM 


The Union ‘‘ Government Gazette ’’ for February 13 con- 
tains the text of regulations, issued under the Restricted 
Minerals Export Act, No. 35 of 1927, providing for the 
supervision of all corundum exported from the Union. 

For the purposes of export, corundum is to be classified 
as (a) boulder corundum, (b) crystal corundum, (c) corun- 
dum concentrate and (d) grain corundum. 

The text of the regulations which define grades, qualities, 
sizes and which prescribe methods of packing, etc., may be 
seen by persons interested on application to the Department 
of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1.

BRAZIL 
CONTROL OF THE EXPORT OF COFFEE 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro has forwarded translation of a Decree (No. 18688), 
dated February 11, prescribing measures for the control of 
the production and export of coffee from Brazil. 

It provides, inter alia, that the Federal Government 
shall acquire, by purchase, in order to remove temporarily 
from the market all cotfee withheld from the market on 
June 30, 1931, with the exception of the stock bought by 
the State of Sao Paulo from the proceeds of the 1930 
loan. Stocks not purchased by the Government will be freed 
for export in specified quotas. 

A tax, in kind, will be imposed on all coffee exported 
after July 1 next, amounting in the case of the 1931 and 
1932 erops to 20 per cent. The tax on the following crops 
will be increased or reduced in accordance with the 
necessities of production.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


ASSESSMENT OF IMPORT DUTY ON CERTAIN 
CHEMICAL PRODUCTS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Pragug 
has forwarded a copy of a Government Order, dated 
January 23 and effective as from February 18, whic) 
contains a schedule of valuations, for the assessment of the 
duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem, in respect of the more 
important chemical auxiliary materials and products fall. 
ing under Tariff No. 622. These valuations represent the 
average values of the products per 100 kilogs. net, and 
form the basis for assessment of duty in all cases where 
the importer does not specially request the application of 
the normal method of determining the value of the goods 
for duty purposes. 

Duty assessed on the basis of these average values will 
be calculated on the actual net weight of the goods, if such 
weight can be ascertained by actual weighing or calculated 
by deduction of the prescribed tare allowance from the 
gross weight. In other cases goods in usual commercial 
containers will pay duty on the weight of the goods and 
the immediate container. Goods not in usual commercial 
containers will pay duty on the weight of the goods and 
the interior packing, the exterior containers being dutiable 
separately, according to kind, if their weight can be ascer- 
tained. Otherwise duty will be levied at the higher rate on 
the weight of goods and container combined. 

The valuations fixed in the present Order replace those 
imposed by the Order of December 13, 1927 [see the 
‘ B.T.J.”’ of April 19, 1928 (page 508)], and in most cases 
are appreciably lower.

INCREASE IN DUTIES ON MOTOR VEHICLES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.” of 
March 19 (page 392) regarding the conclusion of an Agree- 
ment between the French and Czechoslovak Governments 
under which the ‘“‘ Conventional ’’ duty of 43 per cent. ad 
valorem fixed by the Franco-Czechoslovak Convention of 
July 2, 1928, in respect of motor ears, motor lorries and 
other motor vehicles falling under Tariff No. 553 (b) and 
(c) is to go out of force, it should be noted that in virtue 
of a Decree dated March 6 the Agreement has been brought 
provisionally into force in Czechoslovakia as from March 10. 

As from that date the General Tariff rates of duty 
leviable under these headings came into effect.

POLAND

With reference to the notice under the above heading 11 
the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 12 (page 354) it should be noted 
that according to a report received from the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw, the increase 0 
duty applies to all used textile machinery included under 
No. 167 (pars. 20-23) of the Polish Customs Tariff, with 
certain exceptions. The text of the new Note introduced 
into the Customs Tariff is as follows :— ;

(Commerce, to the effect that the machinery is new. 

The Order restricts the clearance of such types of textile 
machinery to the Customs Offices at: Bielsk, Gdynia, 
Danzig, Lodz, Katowice, Krakow, Lubliniec, Poznan, 
Sosnowice, Warsaw, Zhbaszyn, and Zebrzydowice. 


PORTUGAL

CONTROL OF PATENT 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ’’ (Lisbon) for February 10 con- 
tains the text of a Decree (No. 19331) governing the 
importation into Portugal of patent medicines. The 
Decree, which takes effect on August 1 next, provides that 
patent medicines may only be imported by wholesale 
druggists, pharmacies, and laboratories manufacturing 
pharmaceutical products, duly registered for such purpose 
at the Direccao Geral de Satide. Such medicines may not 
be sold to the public without the quantitative and qualita- 
tive composition of their active substances having been pre- 
viously verified, such verification being applied to at least 
one unit from each lot imported. 

In addition, the labels and packages of imported 
medicines must bear the name of the manufacturer’s repre- 
sentative, as well as, by means of a label or mark, the 
name of the analysing laboratory or pharmacist. The use 
of foreign languages is permitted on the labels or packages, 
provided that the Portuguese text occupies the most visible 
place. 

All medicines exposed for sale the composition of which 
has not been verified in the prescribed manner will be con- 
fiscated by the Direccao Geral de Satide and distributed by 
them to State pharmacies and charitable institutions. 

Patent medicines imported before August 1, 1931, may 
be sold within the terms of the existing law, subject to a 
declaration of their existence being made before the 
Inspeccao do Exercicio Farmaceutico in Lisbon, or before 
Inspectors or Health Officers elsewhere in Portugal.

SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period March 20-31 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 79-58 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
2) per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
teing payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
vanks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.) 





Proposed Tariff Changes 
FRANCE 

PROPOSED ALTERATION OF DUTIES ON 
PEPPER 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Paris 
reports that a Bill to revise the Customs and internal taxes 
on pepper has been passed by the French Chamber of 
Deputies and is now before the Senate. The Bill proposes 
” make a slight reduction (from 530-40 to 500 fr. per 100 
kilogs.) in the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff duty on pepper (includ- 
ing curry powder, seeds and “‘ clavalier ’’ powders), while 
raising the ‘‘ General ’’ Tariff duty from 765 to 2,000 fr. 
per 100 kilogs. It also provides for the increase of the 
internal tax on pepper and imitations containing pepper 
leviable in addition to the Customs duty) from 620 to 
1,000 fr. per 100 kilogs.

‘‘ Hush-Hush!’’ house. It represents a joint effort on the 
part of British manufacturers, architects and builders to 
present a town home in every respect of twentieth-century 
character which will be a definite step in the war on noise. 


Many ingenious devices have been used in the floors, walls 
and ceilings to render the house soundproof. A “ Hush- 
Hush!’ room will be a feature of the house—a nursery 
where children may romp at their noisiest, or where a 
gramophone, piano or loud speaker can be played without a 
sound reaching the landing. A wag has called this room 
the ‘‘ Cornet Player’s Paradise.’’

Famous Rooms From FIcTIon 


Young people just beginning to learn the richness and 
delights of English literature, and grown-ups with memories 
will be delighted by Mr. Aubrey Hammond’s conceptions 
of ‘‘ Famous Rooms from Fiction.’’ The well-known scenic 
designer will give glimpses of the Boar’s Head Tavern of 
Shakespeare’s day, Trilby’s studio, Sherlock Holmes’ 
quarters, Little Dorrit’s garret, a drawing room from 
‘‘ Pride and Prejudice,’’ Robinson Crusoe’s hut and, con- 
trasted with it, a room that might be taken from the 
works of ‘‘ any modern novelist.”’ 

‘* Behind the First Floor Back ”’ is a new feature which 
will appeal to gardeners and garden lovers. It has been 
designed by Mrs. Darcy Braddell to illustrate how the ugly 
flat lead roofs which so frequently project from town houses 
may be readily converted into places of beauty and utility. 

The designer advances from conventional roof garden 
ideals to the full use of trellis, stone, ornaments, flowers 
and garden furnishings, and creates, for instance, a corner 
for sun-bathing, an open air cocktail lounge, a _ roof 
gymnasium, a day nursery and a cosy retreat for afternoon 
tea.
